HOW TO 
CHOOSE 
CHEESE.' 


Expert Tells How to DUiinguish Good 


From Bad. 


Most housekeepers quail before that 
part of the family marketing Avhich re- 
lates to the purchase of cheese, and 
wish the man of the house, Avho is 
usually the chief consumer as well as 
the critic, AA'ould always buy It. Such 
may find the A\'ords of an authority of 
value: 


"A cheese with an Indication of good- 
ness will haA'e an oven colored, not 
mottled rind. 
The moment you press 
your fingertips en the rind you can be- 
gin to Judge of the interior makeup of 
a cheese. 
If it yields readily to the 
pressure of the fingers and the rind 
breaks or does not spring back readily 
when the pressure Is withdrawn, you 
have got a ooft rticle caused by the 
slack cooling of the curd, a want of 
acid, or both.

chest found at Heckfleld there is a slit 
for the reception of coins.

There is a narrow inner re- 
cetpacle extending over the width of 
the chest with a lid, and the hinges 
aire of wood. The chest for many 
years has been used for storing worn 
out service books and the old parish 
pall.

A NE^W DISH FOR 
LUNCHEON. 


Cut off the peel from large cucum- 
bers, trim the ends evenly, and make 
the cucumbers smooth and of uniform 
shape.

Among the peoples of the world the 
Swiss are alone in having no language 
they can call their own» According 
to a rec'ent visitor to the little country 
a>bout three-fourths of the people of 
Switzerland speak German, while the 
remainder divide four other languages 
among them, mainly French and Ital­ 
ian, the language varying, as> a rule, 
according to the proximity of the peo­ 
ple to each country whose tongue they 
speak. Public documents and notices 
are printed in both Franch and Ger­ 
man. In the Swiss Congress or Na­ 
tional Parliament, the m'embcrs make 
their speeches either in French or Ger­ 
man, for nearly all the members un­ 
derstand both languages. The orders 
of the presdd'ent are translated by an 
official interpreter and furnished to 
the newspai)ers in both languages 
Probably It would puzzle even Macaul­ 
ay’s learned schoolboy to name tlie 
President of* the Swiss republic. He 
is M. Adolf Deucher, a name that will 
be Strang'S to many, even of those who 
are familiar with the names and titles 
of every other European ruler.

Crusader’s 
Chest 
Dating 
From ths 
Th^fteenth Century. 
A curious example of the ddscoverles 
which, even at this tlmie of day, await 
the antiquary in our old church has 
been found. In the belfry of the little 
village church of Heckfield, about nine 
miles out of Baislngtoke, England, an 
old fhest which Is undoubtedly one of 
the thirteenth century Crusader's alms- 
chests which Pope Innocent III—the 
pope who laJd England under the Inter­ 
dict and depost King John—ordered 
to be set up In every church in the 
Catholic worM to receivB contributions 
fcT poor knights who went to the Holy 
Land to fight in the crusades. The 
order was Issued A. D. 1199. These 
chests were to have three looks. The 
keys were to be kept respectively by 
the bishop, the parson, and a chosen 
layman, and the funds administered 
by the Knights Hosi>italler& and the 
Knights l>emplars. On the lid ot the 
chest found at Heckfield there is a slit 
for the reception of coins. It has evi­ 
dent traices of three locks, two being 
hasps with padlocks and the other an 
ordinary lock. The matrix of the mid­ 
dle lock is in the shape of a crusader’s 
sword. The dimensions of the chest 
are: 
Height, including the legs, 21 
inches; length, 3 feet 1% inches; 
width, 17% inches; depth of well, 11 
inches. There is a narrow inner re- 
cetpacle extending over the width of 
the chest with a lid, aud the hingea 
are of wood. The chest for many 
years has been used for storing worn 
out service books and the old parish 
pall. 


Canadians Are Martial. 
Figures have just been published 
which the Canadian press claims as an 
indication of the military spirit which 
animates young Canada. Tlie state of 
New York has a population of nearly 
2,000,000 more than the entire Domdn- 
ion of Canada, yet the national guard 
has an enrollment of only 14,468 men. 
Canada, on the other hand, has 35,000 
men in its active militia, and thous­ 
ands of others who have gone through 
militia trainings and are now on the 
relief list.

EASILY MADE BY A GIRL. 
Marguerites is the name given to a 
dainty sweetmeat that is easily made 
at home by a girl of average cleverness. 
With one-half cupful of w ater and one 
cupful of confectioner’s sugar make a 
boiled icing, boiling until it strings iu 
cold water. 
Beat in the stiffly beaten 
yolk Of an egg, add a cup of dried cur­ 
rants and a cup of chopped almonds 
or other nuts. 
Spread the mixture, 
which should be a stiif paste, on crack­ 
ers that have no sweetness in tluc^m, 
aud bro\\Ti in the oven for a minute. 
The nuts should be blanched before 
they are added, and the currants should 
be carefully picked over, washed and 
dried in a clean towel. 


COCOANUT BREAD PUDDING. 
Butter thick slices of stale bread and 
cut into half-inch dice. For a quart of 
bread alloAV a heaping cupful of fresh 
grated cocoanut, a pint of milk, a half 
cupful of sup:ar, the yolks of four eggs, 
and the Avhites of two, tho juice of 
half an orange and a saltspoon of salt. 
Butter a deep baking dish and put in 
alternate layers of the bread aud the 
grated nut. Separate the eggs, reserv­ 
ing two of the whites for the meringue. 
Beat the yolks w ith the two whites, 
add the milk, sugar, salt and orange 
juice, mix well aud pour over the con­ 
tents of the baking dish. 
Bake iu a 
moderate oven until set in the centre. 
Whip the remaining whites of the eggs 
to a stiff froth with a wire beater. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
a little of the orange juice saved out 
for that purpose. 
Spread over the top 
of the pudding and return to the oven, 
which should bo cooled down for the 
purpose 
until 
the 
meringue 
rises, 
stiffens and takes on a golden yellow 
color. 
Serve very cold- 


A NEW DISH FO R LUNCHEON. 
Cut off the peel from large cucum­ 
bers, trim the ends evenly, and make 
the cucumbers smooth aud of uniform 
shape. 
Cut them through the middle 
lengthwise and carefully scoop out the 
part containing the seeds. If the seeds 
are large, pick them out, and put the 
cucumber pulp with the following In­ 
gredients: 
Use equal parts of ripo 
tomatoes, freed from juice and seeds, 
and fresh bread crumbs, and half the 
amount of green peppers. 
Chop fine 
and mix thoroughly; add melted buttej* 
to moisten and a little salt. 
Pack the 
mixture in the cucumbers, rounding 
it slightly. Arrange them in a granite 
pan, well buttered, add a little boiling 
water and bake in a hot oven until tho 
cucumber is tender. Have ready some 
long pieces of bread cut to fit the 
cucumbers, dip them in beaten eg?; di­ 
luted with milk and slightly salted 
(one cup of milk to one egg), aud 
brown them delicately in hot butter. 
Take up the cucumber with a long 
knife, lay- one on each piece of toasi, 
and serve very hot.

interests in t)oth Gettysburg and New 
Oxford, and to those taxpayers residing 
along the pike, and on the roads leading 
thereto between the two towns. 
A cer­ 
tain element in Straban township, how 
ever, were hostile to the improvement 
because it would oblige tho township to 
maintain six or seven more miles of road 
than it now does, and this nim-progres 
sive back-number way of eouhideriui: the 
matter eviciently had its ell’ect upon the 
jury in the case, for they have decided 
that the condenmation of the pike is 
NOT to the best interests of the people 
of the county. 
Thinn of it! In this month of Septem­ 
ber, 15K)3, a jury findds that the pussiug 
of a turnpike and tho abolition of t.olls 
are NOT to the advantage of the people 
of a county I To save a single towLsliip 
the cost of maintaining a few miles of 
additional road, the entire traveling pub 
lie is to be taxed. 
Was ever a general 
benelit sacrificed to a more paltry con­ 
sideration ? And to think that it should 
happen in the Twentieth Century at a 
time when the State itself is willing to 
contribute to the construction of good 
roads. 
It is very evident that the spirit of pro­ 
gression lias not yet taken strong root 
in some sections.—Progress

They will all come, cat, dance, 
flirt, criticise their hostess, and be 
somewhat captious over the vintage, 
subsequently leaving cards as the only 
mark of appreciation they will ever 
bestow. The hostess will not venture 
to invite her own friends because they 
are not in the dancing set. And so 
society whirls through the season, the 
pace grooving faster as the dancers 
grow more blase, and the chaperons 
more dyspeptic and depressed when 
no matrimonial prizes come to reward 
their valiant and self-sacrificing efforts. 


"There Is no doubt that proposals are 
becoming rarer every day, and the 
modern mother does not sit up night 
after night and attend ball after ball, 
merely to give her daughters a good 
time. 
Hence she is apt to grow dlsa 
greable as July nears the end, and re- 
tails apochryphal episodes of her youth 
for the benefit of her duly chastened 
offspring. 


"The few really eligible men in so- 
ciety account for the dearth of mar 
riages resulting from a London season. 
The average dancing man has literally 
waltzed bis way into society, and as 
long as he is Avell gri)omed and present- 
able he is tolerated, and hostesses 
smile on him in order to propitiate him 
not to leave their daughters wall flow 
ers.

BIRDS ON THE FALL HATS. 
The one thing that seems to be 
certain about the hats of the fall is 
that they will be trimmed with feath- 
ers and plumage of all kind.

Not only ostrich dec- 
oiyitions for the head, but also ostrich 
boas and stoles reaching to the feet, 
will be worn, the stoles running from 
six to twelve Inches In width, Os 
trich trimmings are already dividing 
the field with flowers tn Paris mil 
linery. Colored and shaded plumes are 
used for the most part, and brightly 
colored plumes have been exhibited on 
iight hats.

He 
and his first disciples "loved nothing earthly and feared noth- 
ing earthly; they wei'o secure in all places, troubled by no 
fears, distracted by no cares; they lived without trouble of mind, waiting with- 
out solicitude for the coming day," St. Frauds in the fastnesses of the Italian 
hills singing French hymns among the highway robbers In his whimsical 
lightness of heart makes a strange picture. He knew French badly, but It 
seemed to him the language of gayety. 
The founder of the Franciscans, 
though we are told tJwt he possessed what was quaintly callcd the gift of tears 
when performing his devotions In his cell, was never seen abroad without a 
smile, neither would he tolerate any appearance of heaviness in his followers. 
He rebuked a brother to whom a dejected manner had become habitual, say- 
ing: "My brother, repent thy sins in private and do not appear before the 
community thus downcast." 


We are Inclined to think that those who make their living—provided It Is 
a fairly good one—in the sweat of their brow have lighter hearts than those 
who make it In the sweat of their brain. The high spirits which seem to be 
enjoyed by domestic serva«ts—to Judge by the sounds which come upstairs- 
are a case in point. Dusting, scrubbing and plate-cleaning seem to weigh on 
the heart far less than doctoring, journalism or the study of law or theology. 
Too often spirits are broken by overwork or by disappointment in the wild 
struggle to succeed which goes on among professional people. Certainly in the 
literary world light hearts are generally lost early, yot the lighthearted man 
of letters, though he is rare, is the most attractive of all light-hearted men. 
He knows how to express the music that is in his mind and is like a composer 
who is also an executant.

The newspapers, of course, and fiction—not always ihe better 
fiction. 
As between books and the short stories in magazines;

how few read the former! I am not speaking of the hard books 


of phlIo^oi>hy and science, or generally of the books that involve severe thought/ 
but of the readable, delightful books, the pleasant classics of English. What a 
confession of the state of things it Is that colleges have to make the reading of 
A few books of English literature a set task as an enti-ance requirement, and 
then ask formal questions on what ought to be the free and eager reading of 
every boy at home! How far it is true that the advocacy of teaching science 
may have operated, not to beget a taste for science, but merely a neglect of liter- 
ture, is, perhaps, idle to as>. It is at least U'ue that these neglecters of lltera- 
mre are not usually giving laborious hours to reading sclentliic works. 
Perhaps 
some day our schools generally will get "Headers" that have literature in them 
and that will help matters a little. But the so-called students who do not care 
(0 read or do not know how to read as all students should are with us In abund- 
ance as an ever present peril. The quiet book by the quiet lamp Is a good 
charmer. 
Here the true student forms his friendships with the masters of 
thought and fancy, here they speak to him not under the constraints of the 
classroom; here ho may relax without weakness, adventure without limit, soar 
t\^ithout fear and hope without end. It is the old story. Books are as Huxley 
put it, ''his main helpers," and the free reading outside the set tasks is, perhaps, 
next to music, his most ennobling pleasure. The loss of this is to-day the thing 
(hat does so much to deprive our college life and conversation of the fine flavor 
of that much misunderstood thing—Culture.
